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Notes: 

In contrast to cultivars and Groups that are defined by phenotypic similarity, a grex (pi. greges or 
grexes) is a group of cultivated artificial hybrids defined by parentage. 

For the time being the naming and registration of greges is only well established and sanctioned 
for orchids by the International Code of Nomenclature for Cultivated Plants (ICNCP). Neverthe¬ 
less, a group of Nepenthes breeders (International Nepenthes Grex Registry, http://nepenthes-grex- 
registry.org) decided to name greges in this genus, following their own (non-ICNCP) rules. 

The present listing (that will be updated as deemed fit) is not to be confused with our annual list 
of registered names of cultivars and Groups (that follow ICNCP standards). 

In order to prevent confusion, the ICPS (being the International Registration Authority for the 
names of carnivorous plant cultivars and Groups) will from now on not allow grex epithets (as listed 
in the first column of the table above) as epithets or parts of epithets of new cultivars or Groups in 
the same denomination class ( Nepenthes ). This should allow coexistence of both naming systems 
and a possible future registration by the ICPS if grex naming will be sanctioned for non-orchid 
groups by the ICNCP.
